During the past few wecks the ques- 
tion of the handing over of the street 
railway franchise by the city of 
Strathcona to a private company has 
been before the city council of the 
southern municipality. 

At the same time an animated dis- 
cussion has been in progress in’ Ed- 
monton in connection with the dis- 
posal of the partly completed railway 
and the franchise held by the city. 

That the disposal of the Strathcona 

8) franchise to a private company would 
injure the prospects of successiul op 
eration in both cities is evident to all 

; who have given any consideration to 
the question. 

Speaking to q Bulletin representa- 
five this morning, Mayor Griesbach 
made the following statement: 

“My attention has been drawn to 
the statement that the City of Strath- 
cona is about to part with its street 
railway franchise to a local concern 
who happen to hold qa eharter which, 
1 am led to believe, covers the sur- 
rounding country for eighty miles mm 
every direction. 

“It is my understanding that it is 
this particular charter which Mr. 
Cronin desired to purchase in connec- 
tion with the franchise which he is 
endeavoring to obtain from both cit 
jes, If the local company in question 
cin obtain from the city of Strathcona 
a street railway franchise, then, Mr, 
Cronin’s negotiations must be, not 
with the city of Strathcona, but with 
the above company, and the charter 

i which the company have to sell is 
l made vastly Tiore valuable by reason 
of the possession of the Strathcona 
franchise. This, in turn, complicates 
the’ situation so far as Edmonton is 
concerned, assuming for the moment 
that the city proposes to sell. 

“Tt may be a matter of doubt as to 
whether a street railway operated in 
the city of Edmonton alone will pay 
or not; it will, I believe, be admitted 
by all concerned that a street roilway 
operated in Strathcona alone will not 
pay, and it will be generally agreed 
that a street railway operafing in the 
two cities and connected by means of} 
a high level bridge will pay almost 
from the start, 

“To that end, therefore, both cities 
should negotiate together either in 
the retention of their franchises or in 
be the sale of them, During April last 
1 took up the matter of the City of 
Edmonton acquiring the street rail- 
way franchise of the City of Strath- 
cona, and called the attention of the 
executive of that city to the import- 
ance of such an arrangement so far 
as both cities were concerned. 

“I received from the mayor of 
Strathcona a commutication which 
led me to believe that he and his 
council were alive to the importance 
of the matter, and it therefore comes 
to me as somewhat of a surprise to 
find that the authorities in Strathcona 
are even considering a sale of their

BOERS DISMISS BRITISH. 


900 Members of South African Con- 
stabulary Will be Got Rid of. 


London, Oct. 7—The plan of the 
Boer government of the Transvaal to 
get rid of all the Englishmen in the 
South Atrican constabulary and re- 
place them by Boers is causing great 
indignation among the men at home 
on leave, who have been warned by 
Sir Richard Sclomon, the Transvaal 
agent general, that if they return they 
do so at the risk of dismissal. 

One of the officers, who was just 
about to return after completing six 
months’ leave in England, said that he | 
had been informed in a letter from a | 
friend in South Africa that 900 men 
would be discharged from the con- 
Stabulary before long owing to the | 
work of the Het Volk. 

“I wrote for my discharge on _ re- 
ceiving Sir Richard Solomon's letter,’ 
he said, “and I shall stay in England 
{ was in Johannesburg once or twice 
not very long ago, and I saw hundreds 
of men there out of work. | 

“If you ask me who is to blame for 
all this, I say the British people, who 
permit themselves to be blown about 
here and there by every puff of 
wind,”’

THE REVOLT. 


(Calgary. Albertan,) 

The Eye Opener has scored another 
important triumplr‘in discovering a 
eopy of the resolutians which were 
presented to the Conservative leader, 
by the dissatistied Conservatives of 
Manitoba, which ineluded all of the 
important leaders ef the party in that 
province. The Conservatives of Mani- 
toba have disapproved very vigorous 
ly of the attitude of the leader upon 
important public matters, and upon 
his very indifferent manner of han- 
dling the material which he had on 
hand, 

The Conservatives of Manitoba are 
not so very much different from their 
kindred in other provinces in their 
dissatisfaction, though possessing a 
greater vigor, they were the first to 
take real action and start a small re- 
volt. 

It is unnecessary in this place to re- 
fer to the incidents which led up to 
the passing of the .resolutions, 

The fancy colored, neatly carved 
elaborately polished 16-plank platform 
of the leader of the epposition, which 
awakened Rey- Dr, MacRae, out of his 
long slumber did mot appeal to the 
practical Manitoba Conservatives at 
all. In fact they had so little use for 
the varnished production that they re- 
belled at once. Ignoring the puerile 
attempt of the leader of the opposi- 
tion they ask that a convention be 
called for the formulation of a broad

reported by him a year ago. 

he importance of an efficient and 
shtistactory telephone service in all parts 
of the country has become a factor in 
municipal, provincial and even Dominion 
politics, ‘he Government: of Manitoba 
ficed the polls at the last general elec- 
tion in that Province with the question 
of the control of telephones; as the 
chief plank in their platform; the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta have undertaken to 
“build trank telephone lines in order that 
ihdependent systems may have connec- 
tions with one another and the sub- 
seribers be immeasurably benefited there 

<Hy; and the Government of Saskatch- 
wan have engaged an expert to advise 
them as to the best way to give the peo- 
ple of that Provine an efficient, econom- 
ical telephone service. So it would seem 
that even if the attempt made by Sir 
Witham Mulock to induce the Domimon 
Government to adopt a “telephone”’ pol- 
icy for the whole Dominion is not car- 
ried any further, the Provincia! Govern- 
ments are ready to deal with the situa- 
tion themselves, 

Canadians are justly proud of the fact 
that a Canadian citizen, Prof. Alexand- 
er Graham Bell, invented his system otf 
telephonic communication at Brantford. 
Ontario, a little more than thirty years 
ago, and it is gratifying to know that 
the Hoard of ‘Trade of what has come 
to be known as the “Telephone City” 
have undertaken to erect a monument 
in honor of that notable achievement. 
But there is another reason why Brant- 
ford should be known as the ‘Telephone 
ity’ —the fact that the Lorimer sys- 
tem of automatic telephony, a system 
that promises to revolutionize the ordi- 
nary method ef telephony, was invented

in that same city by the Lorimer Bro- 
thers, 
For years these young men, like hun- 


dreds of other engineers and electricians 
Worked incessantly with a view of pro- 
ducing an apparatus that ‘would auto- 
matically perform the delicate work that 
had all along been performed by the 
“helloa” girls, and the fact that they 
have succeeded and that their system 1s 
the pioneer in the “independent” field

Dr. Chamberlain, Government Inspec- 
tor of Health Conditions on Pub- 
lic Works, Is Examining Many 
Construction Camps. 


Regina, Oct, 7.-—Dr. Chamberlain, 
of Toronto, inspector for the Domin- 
jon government of health conditions 
in public works, was in the city yes- 
terday. having travelled to this point 
along the . rotite of the Canadian 
Northern Brandon-Regina line, in- 
specting the camps en route Dr 
Chamberlain stated that owing to the 
cool summer there has been compara- 
tively little illness this season on rail- 
way and similar construction work, 
typhoid fever, which was so prevalent 
last year, being but little in evidence. 
Grading, according to the doctor, is 
now completed to within nine to 
twelve miles of Regina, and steel lay- 
ing about ninety miles. 

He estimated the number of men 
employed on railway construction 
ak in Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Al- 


berta and British Columbia to be 
from 10,000 to 12,000, The camps, he 
observed, had improved very much 
in respect to medical attention and 
sanitation. It had been hard work 
to enforce a higher standard, and a 


number of doctors locally engaged had 
not conformed to rules by visiting 


the camps often enough, while medi- 
cal attendance at some other points 
was given by students on vacation. 


In the last three or four days he had 
visited. 28 to 30 camps, and his recent 
tour had included inspections on both 
the G. T. P. and C. N. R. tracks. 
As the workmen were taxed 75 cents 
a month for medical aid, Dr. Chiuatm- 
berlain added, they were justified- in 
demanding a reasonable amount of at- 
tention, Dr. Chamberlain was pres- 
ent at last night’s meeting of Wascana

New York, October 7.—Two more 
deaths under car wheels were added 
yesterday to the long list recently 
piled up by the transit companies of 
this city.
